THE ENCAMPMENT. 


Commander-in-Chief Veazey’s 


| Annual Address. 


He Favors Separate Departments for 
Southern Colored Comrades, 


Washington Selected as the Place of 
the Next Encampment, 


Annual Convention of the Woman’s 
Relief Corps—Capt, John 
Palmer Ahead for Com- 
mander-in-Chlef, 


By Telegranh to The Times. 
Derroir, Aug. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.! The twenty-fifth annual 
encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic met in formal session this 
morning. All that art and cultured 
taste could do to make the mammoth 
building attractive had been exerted 
in the decorations which adorned the 
interior in emblematic order. Despite 
the immensity of the hall it was 
crowded tothe utmost. A few min- 
utes before opening Gen. Veazey and 
staff entered the hall and were escorted 
to the grand-stand. The appearance 
of the Commander-in-Chief was the 
signal for applause. 45 
Rapping the assemblage to order he 
announced the formal opening of the 
encampment and directed the Adju- 
tant General to call the roll of depart- 
ments. Every State and Territory in 
the Union was represented and the 
roll showed the fullest attendance of 
delegates in the history of the organi- 
zation. 
The opening address of the Com- 
mander-iu-Chief was listened toin rapt 
attention. 
GEN. VEAZEY’S ADDRESS. 

“Comrades,” suid Gen. Veazey, 
„this is the silver anniversary of a 
birth, not a wedding. The wedding 


occurred when the bridegroom, the 
youth of the land, enlisted in its de- 
fense. Abraham Lincoln celebrated 
the marriage nuptials. Columbia was 
the bride. Her vesture was the Na- 
tion’s flag. A pledge to réestablish 
that flag over thé domain of secession 
was the price of her hand. When the 
ledge was grandly redeemed through 
loody strife, through suffering and 
death, and after the victor had placed 
on the brow of the bride a new diadem 
whose gems were houor, valor, fame, 
liberty unstained with slavery, a coun- 
try united and free, the fruit of that 
marriage was the Grand Army of the 
Republic, an offapring worthy of its 
paren 
ference was then mide by the 
General to the increasing esteem in 
which the Grand Army of the Republic 
is held by the people generally and the 
comrades in particular. A touching 
allusion was made to the numerous 
deaths in the order during the past 
ear, special mention being made of 
sherman and Porter. <A tribute was 
paid to the present and prospective 
usefulness of the Sons of Veterans 
organization, which is increasing in 
membership yearly. 

Touching the “negro gestion,” as 
affecting the Grand Army, Gen, Veazey 
reviewed the difficulties whicn have 
existed over the colered posts in the 
Department of Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi ever since they were organ- 
ized in 1869. Continuing he said: 

The charge has been made from different 
sources that the organizing of these posts 
was so tainted with irregularities as to be 
utterly destructive of their legal existence. 
Our rules and regulations provide a pian of 
procedure for a department to pursue in 
order to test the validity of such charges. 
The Department of Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi never, so far as am informed, re- 
sorted to that procedure, 1 haye held in 
dealing with those posts that they must be 
regarded as having a egal existence until 
otherwise regularly adjudicated, The Com- 
mander-in-Chief ordered an investigation 
by the inspector general into the affairs of 
this department. The recommendation of 
the inspector-genera! was that this encamp- 
ment authorize the creation of a 
separate department covering the same 
territory as the several existing depart- 
ments in the South. This is supported by 
memorials addressed to the Commander in- 
Chief by the six posts in the departmen 
whose membership is composed of the col- 
ered comrades. 

From various sources of information 
accessible to me, I believe a large majority 
of both white and colored comrades in the 
Department of Louisiana and Mississippi 
are strong in the belief that it would be 
for the best interests of allto have a sep- 
arate departinent in Louisiana and some of 
the other Guif States, made up of suc 
posts as may apply to come into it and 
having concurrent jurisdiction with de- 
partments already established in such 
States. 1 have no policy to urge other than 
such as will be for the bestinterests of the 
order, and at the.same time protect the 
rights of all comrades. 

The General stated during the year 
now closing, the Grand Army bas paid 
out from its relief fund, $334,400. 
During the same period the Woman’s 
Relief Corps has paid out to distressed 
comrades, $153,000. ; 

The question of N a memorial 
hall at Decatur, III., the birthplace of 
the G.A.R., is brought up in the way 
of a recommendation that this en- 
campment take action to aid the pro- 


ect. 

Referring to the Mt. MeGregor cot- 
tage where Gen. Grant died, Gen Vea- 
zey recommended that the encamp- 
menttake actionto securefrom the 
Government an appropriation for the 
maintenance of the property and its 
preservation inthe same condition it 
was at the demise of Gen, Grant. 
Failing to secure an appropriation by 
Congress, he suggested that a trust 
fund be established or the mainten- 
ance of the cottage be insured by 
charging a fee to visitors, 

In regard to the Disability Pension 
Bill passed by the last Congress Gen. 
Veazey said if it is not the wisest it is 
certainly a liberal measure. The la- 
bors of the G. A. R. Pension Commit- 
tee were also reviewed. The Comman- 
der-in-Chief urged the encampment to 
renew the effort to procure an amend- 
ment tothe Revised Statutes which 
will give preference in . appointments 
to civil office to Union veterans, 

The only new department chartered 
last year was that of Indian Territory. 

The Commander-in-Chief closed his 
address with a feeling address on the 
observance of Memorial day. and the 
high principles which actuate the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 


The declaration of the Commander- 


in-Chief' in favor of the establishment 
of departments of the Grand Army of 
the Republic for negro veterans created 
a decided sensation. The whites of 
Louisiana and Mississippi are over- 
joyed at his recommendations. 
REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 
Reports of other officers of the staff 
were presented and spread before the 
encampment. The Adjutant-General’s 
report for the period ending June 30, 
1891, as far as returns are received, 
shows forty-five departments, with 
7409 posts and 398,067 comrades in good 
standing. The sum expended in char-- 
ity, as reported for the year ended 
June 30, 1891, is $334,000. The total 
number of deaths for the year was 


The Quartermaster-General’s report 
showed assets of 525.000. The report 
ot the Grant monument fund showed 
it was augmented $237.91 during the 


past year. 


The Inspector-General’s report, after 
detailing the condition of the order, 
says in conclusion: 

Our comrades in the stronger and more 
prosperous departments should not be for- 
getful of the necessities of those in the 
weaker and less favored territories, and 
should assist and encourage them in the 
good work whenever opportunity offers. 

The report of the Judge Advocate 
General derives its chief interest from 
his decision on the vexed race question. 
His conclusions differ from the recom- 
mendation of the Commander-in-Chief. 
The dispute is only further compli- 
cated. His decision is as follows: 

The question proposed is whether there 
cap lawfully be two departments covering 
the same territory at the same time, for 
instance, a department made up of white 

sts and another of black oe or one of 
oreign born and another of native born, I 
think the question must be answered in 
the negative. The ideais contrary to the 
usages and universal understanding of the 
order hitherto. If additional departments 
in States may be formed on the lines of 
color or birth, they may be formed on lines of 
personal antipathies or upon disagreements 
of any kind. But without adverting fur- 
ther to obvious evils likely to follow from 
establishing rival departments in any State 
it is enough that the clear rules and regu- 
lations do not provide for, nor warrant the 
establishment of but one department in any 
State or Territory. 

The report of the Surgeon-General 
was chiefly interesting in the state- 
ment it contains from Pension Com- 
missioner Raum thatthe amount of 
$116,000,000 is to be expended for pen- 
sions during the fiscal year. 

During the forenoon session of the 
encampment Commander-in- Chief 
Veazey was presented with two gavels. 
The first was an ivory one from Com- 
rade Clarkson of Nebraska and the 
otber one of wood, presented by Com- 
rade Duffield of Michigav. The latter 
was made from wood of the flagstaff 
that surmounted the fort at Detroit 130 
years ago. 

The Commander-in-Chief then ap- 
pointed the Committee on Resolutions. 
Among those appointed are the fol- 
lowing comrades: Judson Spafford of 
Idaho, V. B. Luttle of Oregon, W. H. 
L. Barnes of Califernia, A. O. Simons 
of Montana, Philip Motherill of New 
Mexico, C. W. Wallace of Utah, S. G. 
Cosgrove of Washington and Alaska. 

The negro question was reforred to 
a special committee consisting of Mer- 
rillof Massachusetts, Henderson of 
Pennsylvania, Conger of Ohio, Line- 
han of New Hampshire and Alkins of 

Ohio.

WASHINGTON GETS IT, 

The afternoon session was devoted 
almost entirely to discussion regarding 
the selection of the place of holding 
the next encampment. After a long 
and heated debate the matter was set- 
tled on the first ballot by Washington 
securing a majority of 27 votes over 
Lincoln. 

Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted requesting Congress to pass 
a law authorizing the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to permit railroads 
to give reduced rates to all soldiers 
and sailors of the war of 1865 attend- 
ing national encampments. 

A resolution was unanimously 
adopted limiting the length of the 
parade at all future encampments to 
two wiles. 

The location of the next encamp- 
ment having been settled, the interest 
of the encampment is now chiefly 
centered in the election of Com- 
mander-in-chief. Capt. John Palmer 
of New York, A. G. Weisert of 
Wisconsin and Col. W. R. Smedberg 
of Oalifornia are the leading. candi- 
dates, and itissafe tosay that one of 
these will be elected. The long and 
stubborn contest in the New York del- 
egation between Palmer and Hedges 
ended today in a victory for Palmer 
after several caucauses had been 
beld. ‘Tomorrow the battle prom- 
ises to be a very interesting 
and three-cornered struggle, 
the chances somewhat in favor ot 
Palmer, since he is to receive the 
united support of the New York dele- 
gation. 

TO SETTLE THE RACE QUESTION. 

The “race question’’ will be settled 
tomorrow. It is understood a majority 
of the special committee will oppose 


the relegation of the colored comrades 
to separate departments. The recom- 
mendation of Commander Veazey’s 
annual address today was unfavorable 
to the colored comrades, but the sent- 
iment of the encampment seems to be 
against separate departments. 

WOMAN'S RELIEF CORPS. 

The Womau's Relief Corps opened 
its ninth annual convention today. 
The attendance was large and the re- 
ports of the various officers showed 
the order in a flourishing condition. 
The convention was called to order by 
National President Mary Sears Mc- 
Henry of Denison, lowa. The open- 
ing address of .the president was de- 
voted chiefly to the growth of the or- 
der during the past year. , 

Membership,“ said the president, 
„has steadily increased during the 
year aud the order is represented in 
every State in the Union except Idaho 
and Alabama and all the Territories 
except Indian and Alaska. Even Can- 
ada claims its post and auxiliary 
corps. During the year 362 corps with 
a membership of 7200 have been insti- 
tuted, There are auxiliary to posts 
of colored veterans twelve corps 
in Virginia, four in the Caro- 
linas, three in Florida, three in 
Louisiana, two in ‘Tennessee, one 
each in Georgia, Arkansas and Missis- 
Sippi, making a total of twenty-seven 
corps aside from those belonging to 
regularly organized departments.

The National Convention of ex-Pris- 
oners of Wat alsomet. Mayor Pingree 
welcomed the ex-prisoners to to the 
city. President Williams of In- 
dianapolis read an address. He 
urged the importance of the claims of 
ex-prisoners to increase of pension. 
This afternoon a picnic was held, at 
which speeches were made by Presi- 
dent Palmer of the World’s Fair 
Mayor Pingree, Congressman Allen of 
Michigan, Gen. Henderson ot lowa, 
Gen. Alger, Senator Manderson, Gen. 
Miles and Chaplain Lozier. This ev- 
ening the ex-prisoners witnessed a dis- 
play of fireworks on Belle Isle, the 
display ending with a representation 
of Perry’s victory on Lake Erie. 
A unique national convention was 
held here today. It was the first re- 
union of the silent army of deaf and 
dumb soldiers, sailors and marines. 
The silent army decided to lay the 
matter of its pension claims before the 
Pension Committee of the Grand Army. 
Members believe that all that is neces- 
sary to secure an equable rating of the 
pension schedule is to call public at- 
tention to the real significance of their 
disabilities.

THE SNAKE DANCE. 


MOQUI INDIANS ENGAGEDIN A 
HIDEOUS FESTIVAL. 


The Revolting Rites to be Continued 
for Sixteen Days—Future 
Orgies to be 
Prevented. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Winsvow (Ariz.,) Aug. 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Moqui In- 
dians’ snake-dance begins today and 
continues sixteen days, winding up 
August 21 with a grand snake dance, 
which only occurs once in two years. 
It is said that this is the only 
known tribe in the West that 
keeps up the dance, and as steps 
are being taken to discontinue it, 
this may be the last snake dance wit- 
nessed anywhere. Chief Capellaof the 
Snake order today went into the estufa 
or underground lodge to prepare the 
medicine ceremonies for the dance. 
Three hundred of the 2500 Moquis be- 
long to the Snake order, which is sim- 
ilar to the leading orders among the 
whites. The Snake degree includes 
warriors, hunters, dancers; the Ante- 
lope degree is composed of house- 
guards and singing men. 

Today all who take part in the com- 
ing ceremony went into the estufa. 
There they were consecrated and re- 
named, and are not allowed to speak 
to any but members until the dance on 
the 2ist. On the eighth day the mem- 
bers begin to capture and baptise by a 
name each reptile, and they sleep with 
them inthe estufa. At 5 o’vlock on 
the evening of the sixteenth day, or 
August 21, all 3 members olimb 
on the houses. The Antelope de- 
gree members appear gaudily dec- 
orated, ‘There is music and singing. 
Then the snake men join and at a 

iven signal, the snake men numbering 
rom fifty to 100, each get a vicious 
reptile or several reptiles in their 
mouths. The cance then takes place 
on the ground, They secure fresh 
snakes for each festival. About 400 
snakes are expected. Afterthe dance 
the snakes are piled at the foot of the 
boly hill, baptized, carried to the val- 
‘ley and liberated. Rattlers, garters, 
spotted, bull and other snakes are used. 

There are many points of historical 
interest at the snake-dance village. 
Coronado’s army conquered the Iu- 
dians and established Catholic mis- 
sions, Later the priests were all 
thrown over the rocks and murdered. 
The mission is now a pile of ruins. 

It is reported that Maj. Donaldson 
of Gallup, who took the Government 
Indian census, says that this is the 
last snake dance the Goverment will 
permit. He will take a photographic 
outfit to the dance. It is also reported 
that the Government is sending acorps 
of photographers.

DEADLY 


Sad Accident at a Northern 
Summer Resort, 


A Society Belle and a Prominent 
Young Man Drowned, 


Swept to Sea by a Mighty Wave—Vain 
Efforts to Save Them. 


Other Members of the Bathing Party 
Also Carried Out—Fears That 
Some of Them May Have 
Been Lost.

ASTORIA (Or.,) Aug. 5—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] Gloom was spread 
over Long Beach, on the Washington 
shore, this afternoon. 

At 12:30 o’clock Miss Boise, daugh- 
ter of Circuit Judge Boise of Salem, 
and William Steele, step-son of Poste 
master George Steele of Portland, 
were drowned while bathing in the 
surf. The accident happened in front 
of Stout’s Hotel, in view of twenty or 
thirty persons. A huge wave, attended 
by a fearful undertow, swept a party 
of bathers into deep water, and before 
the undertow snbsided the unfortunate 
young people had worn themselves out 
in the struggle against it. 

There were about twenty of the party 
together. The others were closer in. 
The drowned couple were the first to 
feel the irresistible pressure of the 
undertow that swept them off their 
feet. The boy shouted and motioned 
to those farther up, and told them to 
go in closer to the shore. They all 
started, but the treacherous wave 
overtook them and lifted them off 
their fest. Some of the young men 
were farther out than the ladies, and 
when the undertow caught them it 
swept the ladies past them. 

Ali were very much excited and Miss 
Boise fainted in the arms of her es- 
cort, Ben Lombard. He was a good 
swimmer and made Herculean efforts 
to reach a safe footing with her, and 
would had undoubtedly have suc- 
ceeded had not a second wave torn her 
from his grasp, and she samk out of 
sight. Lombard tried in vain to reach 
her again, but could not, and in an 
exhausted condition he was dragged 
on the beach by others. 

Steele, who was atrifle farther out 
than Miss Boise and Lombard, was 
seen on the crest of the weve after the 
deadly undertow had partially sub- 
sided, but was apparently too weak to 
help himself, aud before assistance 
cou'd reach him be, too, had perished. 
Efforts will be made to find the bod- 
ies this evening, but itis doubtful if 
they can be recovered tonight, as the 
tide does not run out within three feet 
of low water mark, and unless they are 
found within the next twenty-four 
hours itis doubtful if they can ever 
be recovered. 

When the news of the drowning was 
spread along the beach it created in- 
tense excitement and the wildest rue 
mors were afloat. Every man who was 
missed was thought to be drowned, 
and while it is uncertain whether 
others were drowned or not, yet it is 
hardly probable. 

Miss Boise was the eldest of two 
daughters of Circuit Judge Boise of 


a leader in society in the Capital city. 
She wenttothe beach last Saturday 
and was staying at the cottage of 
Judge Scott of Portland. Although 
able to swin she was always very cau- 
tious when bathing. William Steele 
was 19 years of age.

An answer was filed in the United States 
District Court yesterday to the libel upon

a THE MASIAS EXAMINATION. 

The preliminary examination into the 
charge of murder preferred against the boy

taken from the defendant, but said he had 
never seen it betore. W. Freeman, a 
brother of the preceding witness, corrobo- 
rated his testimony in every particular. 

Yung Sing ws then recalled for the de- 
fendant, and reiterated his former testi- 
mony, adding that his partner frequently 
deposited money at Wah Luag’s store on 
Alameda street, which they divided at the 
end of the week. On cross-examination 
the defendant’s counsel endeavored to show 
that the witness or some other Chinaman 
had committed the murder in order to get 
hold of Him’s cash, but the attdmpt was 
not a success. 

W. B. Sanford was recalled and identified 
two men in the courtroom as the two bunt- 
ers whom he had seen inthe vicinity of 
the scene of the murder on the day of the 
shooting, with shotguns. 

Low Bo was also recalled for the pur- 
pose of impeachment, but he stated that 
what he meant when ho told Charhock and 
Tucker that Yung Him did not have any 
money, was that his pockets were empty 
when his body came home on the wagon. 

Mrs. Gillette and Mrs, McReynolds both 


- testified that they lived at Inglewood and

The situation as regards the Board of 
Education is becoming decidedly interest- 
ing, and yesjerday took a startling and en- 
tirely unexpected turn. During the morn- 
ing it was rumored that President Shafer 
had filed his resignation as a member of the 
board with the City Clerk, and had 
cluded to step down and out. It was stated 
that Mr. Shafer had become very much dis- 
satisfied with the manner in which affairs 


were conducted, and that this had 
ed a coolness between himself 
and seyeral of the other members, 
which made his position an unpleasant 
one. Some of those spoken to on the sub- 
ject said that Mr. Shafer had been con- 
sidering the advisability of resigning for 
some time past, but had been prevailed 
upon to retain his seat on the assurance 
that his course was satisfactory toa major- 
ity of the members. Recently, however, it 
was said that Mr. Shafer had heard that 
some of the very members who had been 
loudest in their protestations of approval 
and papers of his actions, had been oriti- 
cizing him in an unfriendly way, and that 
when this came to his ears he at once made 
up his mind to hand in his resignation. 
Others said that if Mr. Shafer had really 
resigned, he had other objects in view, and 
some hinted that he had an eye on the 
. of superintendent, but as Mr. 
riesner has been elected for four years, 
no explanation was given of how Mr. 
1 could get the place, even if he want- 
t. 


i 

Late yesterday afternoon Mr. Shafer was 
found by a Times reporter at the Bone- 
brake-Bryson block, and when asked what 
there wasin the report that he had re- 
signed, stated that 1: was true, that he had 
filed bis resignation with the City Clerk and 
did not expect to take any further part in 
the deliberations of the board, When asked 
as to the reasons for taking this step, Mr. 
Shafer replied that his private business re- 
quired all of his time. He said that he ex- 
pected to be absent from the city most of 
the time, and as he could not give school 
matters the attention they required, he 
thought it better to resign at once, to make 
way for some one who could give more 
time to the business. Mr. Shafer declined 
to discuss the various rumors, either to 
deny or aflirm them, merely repeating that 
his private business demanded his attention. 

Just what effect the resignation of Mr. 
Shafer will have, it is difficult to predict. 
The board is pow equally divided, 4 to 4, on 
the matter of teachers, and the new mem- 
ber wilt hold the balance of power. The 
charter provides that the board shall fill 
all vacancies occurring in that body unti) 
the next general municipal election,” and 
of course both sides will try to get a man in 
who is favorable to them. An adjourned 
meeting will de held tomorrow night, and 
the indications are that there will bea 
—— time, if another adjournment is not 

en. 

One of the members who is against the 
Teachers’ Committee stated yesterday that 
the preseut list of teachers was adopted by 
only four members, and is therefore illegal, 
and that the other four members of the 
board propose to keep up the fight until-the 
wrong, as they claim, is righted. 

FROM A LEGAL STANDPOINT, 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 5.—[To the Editor 
of Tue Times.| The dropping from the 
rolls of twenty-one teachers by the City 
Board of Education without assigning any 
cause or giving any satisfactory reason for 
such action, would seem from the following 
section of the code to be illegal. See. 1793 
of the Political Code as amended at the last 
session of the Legislature reads as follows: 
“Tne holders of city certificates are eligible 
to teach in the cities in which said certifi- 
cates are granted, in schools of grades cor- 
— 1 — to the * of such certificates, 
and when elected shall be dismissed only 
for insubordination or other causes as men- 
tioned in sec. 1792 of this act (viz: immoral 
or unprofessional conduct, profanity, in- 
temper.nce, or evident unfitness for teach- 
Ing.) duly ascertained and approved by the 
Board of Education of said cities.” If the 
members of the Board of Education have 
ascertained that anyof the teachers dis- 


missed were gui ot the charges 
named above, they have kept such 
information to themselves. Several 


of the teachers. dismissed have been 
for years employed in our schools. Their 
teaching bas been approved by former su- 
perintendents who judged their work by 
personal observations made in the school 
rooms and not by hearsay reports made by 
subordinates. ‘They hold recommendations 
from distinguished educators and from for- 
mer members of the Board of Education. 
Their moral characters are unimpeachable. 
Their fitness for teaching has been decided 
by competeut authorities. 

That these teachers, or some of their 
friends, have incurred the dislike of the 
superintendent, or that some member of 
the board has a favorite that wants a place 
in the schools, is not sufficient cause for the 
removal of competent teachers. The vague 
charge of “inefficiency” and the stiil more 
vague charge that there are better teach- 
ers than those removed’? will not bold in 
law. It these charges are sufficient why 
does not the board Gismiss the Superinten- 
dent? Both these charges apply to 
bim with more force than. to the 
teachers dismissed. No one objects to 
the board weeding out inefficient teach- 
ers, but we want to know that they 
are — te and to know it too, from 
authority competent to judge impartially. 
When teachers are compelled to play the 
sycuphant and to cringe and fawn upon a 
superintendent, or to go on a still hunt 
among politicians to find some one who has 
a political “pull” on certain members of the 
board to retain their places in the schools, 
it is high time that the patrons of the schools 
should arise in their might and puta stop 
to such disgraceful proceedings. Civil 
service reform is sadly needed in our 
school system. 

It the action of the board in dismissing 
these teachers without cause is illegal, as it 
clearly seems to be, they can claim their

JUMPED IN A WELL. 


Singular Suicide Reported 
from Eagle Rock. 


RASH ACT OF MRS. MARY MARTIN 


flecting upon Her 
Character. 


A most singular case was reported to 
Coroner Weldon at noon yesterday from 
Eagle Rock. A couple of farmers came iu 
im a great state of excitement, and stated 
that the body of Mrs. Mary Martin had 
been found in a well eighty feet deep on 
her premises. The Coroner and a deputy 
sheriff started for the ranch at once, but 
while they were getting ready the farmers 
made the following statement: 
Mrs. Martin, who isa handsome woman 
about 35 years of age, came to this county 
six years ago with her aged husband. They 
bought a beautiful place at Eagle Rock, 
where Mrs. Martin bas lived ever since. 
“Two years ago Mr. Martin died, and 
Mrs. Martin has lived alone ever since. She 
never recieyes company, aud only leaves 
her house when it is necessary to goto the 
city, or for the purpose of visiting the sick. 
“She disappeared last Sunday, but no 
one thought it strange, as she was in the 
habit of coming to the city to spend several 
days, This morning some of her neighbors 
noticed that her horse and buggy were in 
the stable, and the horse acted as if it haa 


was at once instituted, and the house, which 
was found locked from the outside, was 
broken open, but no trace of the woman 
could be found. After searching the prem- 
ises without success, some one sug- 
gested that she might be in the 
well, and on looking in ber cloth- 
ing could be plainiy seen. The cover 
was down, and as the opening is only about 
one «fd a half feet square, it became evi- 
dent to the searching party that she had 
elther thrown herself in or some one had 
murdered her and thrown ber body in. An 
unsuccessful attempt was made to recover 
the body, and then the searchers thought 
the Coroner should be notified before apy- 
thing was done. 

On reaching the ranch Coroner Weldon 
secured a jury and the body was removed 
from the well. It was in a bad state, show- 
ing that it had been in its watery grave 
some hours. 

On searching the house the following let- 
ter was found in the kitchen under a lamp: 

„destroy all evidence against others, 
and leave to God alone to punish them. 
Piease tell the assistant secretary of the 
Southern California Insurance Company 
that there is plenty of money inthe Los 
Angeles bank to remunerate the company 
for the insurance that it paid me. I have 
learned recently that some are trying to 
blame me for that, but there is a man set- 
ting them fires, and it will come to light 
after a while. He is paid for setting them. 
My reason for leaving this worid in this 
manner is because [ go to one 1 love far bet- 
ter than this world, and believe that them 
he treated was false to him and also to me.“ 

It ia in Mrs, Martin's handwriting and 
must have been written just before she 
committed the rash act. Its composition 
shows plainly that she was laboring under 
a great mental strain. 

The insurance money spoken of in the 
lettter is fora barn that was destroyed by 
fire a few months ago. ‘There has been con- 
siderable talk about the fire, and it was 


This probably reached her ears and caused 
her to commit the crime of self-destruction. 

She has always had the reputation of de- 
aes very determined woman, and seemed 
to be in her right mind when last spoken to. 
She always went armed, and whenever any- 
one called ather house at nightif she did 
not recognize him as a triend at once he 
was met with a double-barreled shotgun. 
She was a good shot, and her neighbors be- 
lieved thet she would net hesitate to use her 
gun if molested by tramps or an enemy. 

The Coroner’s jury found that she com- 
mitted suicide by jumping in a well, So 
far as known she has no relatives on the 
Coast, and her affairs will be wound up by 
the Public Administrator, She has two 
step-sons somewhere in Kansas,

IN COUNTY JAILS, 


The latest census bulletin relates to 
prisoners in county jails throughout 
the United States June 1. 1890. The 
zotal number is given as 19,538. The 
number reported in 1880 was 12.691. 
showing an increase in ten years of 
6.847, or at the rate of 5395 per cent. 
The increase in the total population 
was 24.86 per cent. In 1880 the ratio of 
prisoners in county jails to the popula- 
tion was 253 in each million; in 1890 it 
was 312. The increase, therefore, bas 
been 59 to the million. The largest in- 
crease was in the North Atlantic divis- 
ion, where it was 95 to the million. In 
respect to nativity, not including the 
colored prisoners, who may all be ‘sup- 
- posed to be natives (except the Chi- 
nese) of the 13.961 white prisoners 
9684 are native born, 3765 foreign born 
und the place of birth of 512 is un- 
kuowu. Leaving out of view the 1056 
white prisoners whose parentage is 
unknown in whole or in part, there 
remain 8628 cases in which the pro- 
portion of native to foreign blood can 
be estimated. Itis tuen found that 
the foreign population of this country 
contributes, directly or indirectly, 
in the persons of the foreign born or 
of their immediate descendants 6,813 
to the population of the county jails, 
or 1,234 more than the entire native 
white population, It was stated in 
the bulletin with regard tothe peni- 
tentiary convicts whose birthplace and 
parentage are known that the for- 


eign-born element, the colored 
element and the native white 
element each furnished about 


one-third of all the inmates of 
our prisons and penitentiaries. The 
same remark applies to the county 
jails, the preponderance bejng in favor 
of the foreigu-born element. Califor- 
nia ranks seventh in the list of States 
and Territories as to the number of 
prisovers in ber jails: There are still 
nix counties in the State that have no 
jails. They are: Alpine, Inyo, Plumas 
San Benito, Sierra and Trinity.

ABOUT BROADWAY. 


It is a pity that the property-owners 
along Broadway cannot agree upon 
some pian for extending their street 
through to main thoroughfares at both 
ends. If we can read from present in- 
dications the horoscope of development 
in Los Angeles, Broadway may become 
in time the most popular retail street 
in the city. Like many streets whose 
development is delayed until a city ac- 
quires a large population and volume 
of trade, Brgad way will be graced by 
the finest business buildings in the 
city, and will have the fewest old rook- 
eries to work it detriment. But as 
such a condition of development ap- 


proaches, property will enhance more 
and m 


ein price and the difficulties 
of a land for opening or 
wideniüx the street will be many times 


multiplied. At present Broadway ter- 
minates in a cul de sac ateach end. It 
should be opened out on a traffic grade 
through the hills to the north, giving 
quick access to the upper part of town, 
the depots and the East Side. It 
should also be extended on the south 
to a junction with Main street. With 
such improvements, which can be 
made now better than at any subse- 
quent time, the future of Broadway as 
above outlined is doubly sure; without 
these improvements there is a vossi- 
bility that the palm may de 
always retained by Spring street, 
which now has the best busi- 
ness, which does actually lead 
from somewhere to somewhere, and 
may be accounted an inviting highway. 
Or. it is possible that the development 
may be thrown farther west, and that 
Hill, Olive or Grand avenue may 
become the popular streets of the fu- 
ture. Stranger things have happened 
in the growth of cities. This is the 
golden opportunity for Broadway peo- 
ple, and they cannot afford to let it 
pass by unheeded. In the general grab 
for indemnities and damages it is bet- 
ter to make some slight concessions in 
the present and make up for all short- 
ages in the general prosperity in the 
future. 

With these sorely-needed openings 
and extensions of Broadway should 
come also the opening of First street 
west.

THE TIMES AFTER A YEAR’S 
EOYCOTT,. 


The following letter has been ad- 
dressed toaformer member of Tun 
Times force who “walked out“ with 
his fellows of the Los Angeles Typo- 
graphical Union upon the occasion of 
the strike one year ago: 


Times Buri Dina, 
Los ANGELES, Aug. 5, 1891. 

Dear Sir: „Following your recent inter- 
views with me touching the matter of the 
reémployment of the union printers who 
struck against Tue Times one year ago, 1 
write you this letter. 

At those interviews I listened patiently 
and in good faith to all you said. Lou had 
been for many years in our service, and had 
provén yourself a good workman and a good 
man, whom we trusted. You did not will- 
ingly leave our employment, for you 
had no personal grievance, and depre- 
cated the quarrel thrust upon us by 
the Los Angeles Typographical Union, of 
whieh you were then a member. But you 
were iu the minority, and felt that you had 
to go with the others; and 80 joined, unwill- 
ingly, in the disastrous strike of August 5, 
1890. You left the office not in anger, but 
with candid expressions of regret, and ut- 
tering courteous farewells, for which I have 
always esteemed you the more. 

In our recent interviews I went over with 
you, partially, the ground of the original 
dispute. We agreed then on many leading 
points. A fuller statement of our position 
will not be improper at this time. You will 
at least receive it candidly, whether you 
agree with me or not. 

There were no sufficieut grounds for the 
strike, and the attitude then taken and 
since maintained by the men of the union 
made reconciliation impossible. This fact 
has made itself obvious, and needs no elabo- 
ration now. ‘ 
The circumstances are well remembered, 
but may be recalled, The proprietors of 
the four daily papers of Los Angeles, con- 
fronted with the necessity for retrenchn.ent 
in their running expenses, agreed together 
that they would ask from the Typographical 
Union a fair consideration of the question 
of reducing the rate of composition 10 per 
cent.; nothing more was ever proposed, 
and no unqualified demand Was made upon 
the union. The rate theretofore paid was, 
as you know, the highest on this Coast, and 
much higher than the average paid through- 
out the country, even in the great cities. 
It was too high for the place and the time, 
and the request of the proprietors fora 
moderate reduction was entirely reasonable. 
The proprietors met the union, assembled 
in force in its hall, where they patiently 
and candidly gaye their reasons for the re- 
duction desired, entering into many details 
which otherwise would have been held in 
confidence, in order toconvince the men 
that retrenchment wasa stern necessity with 
the proprietors, and that the printers would 
stillcontinue to earn good wages if the 
concession were granted—better wages than 
the average LosAngeles mechanic received. 
It was subsequently shown from the books 
of the Times-Mirror Company that its com- 
positors had earned upon an average, taking 
a long period of time for the showing, more 
than $24 per week for six days’ work; that 
the day men employed had been paid with 
corresponding liberality; that the office had 
deen paying upto that time at the rate of 
very nearly $30,000 per year for labor in the 
composing-room alone; and that, so far 
from the gross expenditures for this purpose 
having fallen off since doom times,“ there 
had been a very considerable increase in 
1889.90 over 1888.80. 

But the arguments of the proprietors 

were of no avail. Tde union immediately, 
at the same meeting, by vote rejected the 
proposition of the employers, following the 
rejection by a brutal ultimatum to the ef- 
fect that the existing rates for composition 
shou d stand, and that the proprietors must 
within twenty-four hours sign a contract 
maintaining those ratesin force for one 
year to come! 
The proprietors unanimouslyrefused. A 
stand-and-deliver demand had been made 
upon them at which their manhood and 
self-respect revolted. The strike followed 
immediately, without any sufficient notice 
to give the proprietors time to fill the places 
of the striking workmen. The order to 
“walk out” was given by the Typographical 
Union, in secret session, about the hour of 
5o’clock on the afternoon of August 5, 
1890, and at once every daily newspaper 
composing-room in the city was deserted by 
the members of the Typographical Union. 

The publishers, thus suddenly confronted 
with the harsh prospect of suspended or 
crippled issues, rallied and did the best 
they could. They summoned to their as- 
sistance every available nomunion man 
and woman, and, taking off their own 
coats, “went in“ and worked upon the 
“frames” of the deserting compositors. 
The papers came out. No issues were miss- 
ed, The strikers were relegated to the 
curb. 

You yourself are well aware with what 
reluctance many of our men left their 
places. but the edict had gone forth, and 
no opposition to it would be tolerated by 
the leagued strikers, There was no nerve 


to resist it. Many of Tue ‘Times compos- 


itors had been long with us; they had good 
places, received good wages and prompt 
payment, and had reason to be satisfied. 


It dad and has always been the true 


boast of the Times-Mirror Company 
that no pay-day was ever passed 
by this office without the pay-roll having 
been met in full. We had ever shown our- 
selves true friends of Jabor, not demagogues, 
and never antagonized the trades unions 
because they were such, It was only when 
one of them put itself utterly in the wrong 
that it cume in contact with us; it was then 
that we refused to be further driven, and 
resolved to turn and fight. We know our 
ground and shal! maintain it. 

In what sort of a plight was Tue Times 
left by the strike and the stand-and-de- 
liver demand of the strikers? There were 
but three courses leftfor it to pursue: First, 
to surrender to the arbitrary and unjust de- 
mands of tho strikers; second, to stop pub- 
lication and suspend business; or, third, to 
replace the striking printers with other men 
having a truer and better conception of the 
relations aud obligations that should subsist 
between employer and employé in a free 
country. 

We chose the latter alternative. 

It onght to have been very plain to the 
union printers, even in advauce of their 
precipitate and indefensible action, that the 
proprietors of THE Tluxs, at least, would 
pursue neither the first nor the second of 
the threw courses just named; they could 


not do so without sacrifice of both manhood 


and interest. They chose the third course, 
and summoned to their service Fraternity 
men to fill the places.of the rash men who 
had voluntarily abandoned their good situa- 
tions. The new men then employed were 
and are a8 much trades-unionists as are the 
members of the typograpbical unions or of 
the Federated Trades, They have ana- 
tional organization, with a constitution and 
laws, and officers regularly elected and 
qualified. They have esprit du corps, dis- 
tinet objects and clear-cut principles. But 
these objects, 1 am glad to say, differ from 
those of the Jeagued tyrants of labor. “No 
striké—no boycott—no lockout—but arbi- 
tration”’—these are the fundamental princi- 
ples of the Fraternity, | 

The men of this werthy organization 


whom we are employing have proved them- 
selves the equals in workmanship, deport- 


* 
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ment, reliability and faithfulness of any sim- | 


ilar number of Typographical Union men 
ever employed by us; certainly they are the 
equals of the men who struck against Tar 
Times because they could nat run it, 1 
spenk here of the body, not of individuals, 

When the proprieto?s have gone to them, 
as they have done, submitting the question 
of a revision of the scale, they have been 
met in the proper spirit, and, after a fair 
and friendly discussion, a redpgtion of 10 
per cent. was -granted in faith, 
and both sides are satisfied. We 
still pay a rate that would be 
called high anywhere but in Call- 
fornia; and I assert, without the fear of 
successful contradiction, that our composi- 
tors earn as high wages as the very highest 
now paidin Los Angeles, while the aggre- 
gate amounts paid by us for labor each 
week and each month far exceed those paid 
in any rival establishment. ö 

These Fyaterpity men are not aliens or 
stranger ey have all the rights of citi- 
zenship ‘PSssessed by members of the rival 
organization; they have the indefeasible 
American right to live and labor, to support 
their families, and to occupy honorable 
places in acommunity of freo men, During 
the year in which they have been employed 
by Tur TiMEs we have paid them liberal 
wages, in return for which they have ren- 
derec faithful seryice; and we have alway: 
been heppily sure that they will “stand fast, 
stand true,” even under a constant torrent 
of obloquy poured upon them by the hired 
agents of the lawless boycott. 

In the face of all this; in the face of the 
notorious abandonmont by the strikers of 
the good places now held by these Frater- 
nity men, it has again and again been de- 
manded by the defeated strikers, within the 
year past, that we discharge the men of 
the Fraternity who came to our relief ina 
critical emergency, and restore the very 
men who have done their utmost to destroy 
our business, injure our credit, built up by 
a long career of integrity, and depreciate 
the value of Tur Times property! 

The proposition is indefensible; the de- 
mand is outrageous; the suggestion is 
monstrous. 

I do not see how any just and impartial 
man, not blinded by impotent rage and in- 
sane h tred, au ask us to betray our friends 
and reward our enemies in that manner. 
Certainly we do not contemplate such 
treachery to the plain obligations of right 
and justice. 

I repeat now what I wrote in THE TIMES 
a year ago: *Wewilt hive no parley with 
men with clubs in their hands.” 

As to the strike itself, the striking print- 
ers were of course their own judges of its 
expediency, and could go into it untram- 
meled if they deemed it a good investment. 
for them— 1 have not — that position 


but the boycott is quit another thing; it 


is a lawless and vicious device for the injury 


of men who have rights under the Constitu- 
tion and the laws, and who can enforce 
those rights and punish conspirators, 

Failing to make their strike effective, the 
strikers instituted a boycott against Tue 
Times. They imported a creature who has 
been posing as a master boycotter’’—the 
ill-favored offspring of a foreign soil, who 
assumes to teach American citizens their 
duties! He commenced with the boast, 
uttered in one of his customary haunts, as 1 
am advised, that he would “force Tux 
Tres office back into the union, or close 
its doors!“ Finding his puny efforts impo- 
tent and futile, he then directed his as- 
saults against the merchants advertising 
in THe Tuts, attacking the bus 
ness, the credit and the good name 
of honorable men, who have labored 
for years in this community to build them- 
selves up and establish lines of business in 
which their all, perhaps, is invested.

Do they deceive themselves into 
thinking that self-respecting aud independ- 
ent merchants, habituated to managing 
their own business, will long submit to 
such unbearable bulldozing as they have 
been subjected tu? Not while the spirit of 
Magua Charta and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence lives ia American hearts! The 
boycott bas lost its terrors, and business 
wen are reagserting themselves. 

The failure of the~stttke and the faill- 
down of the boycott were inevitable. It 
could not have been otherwise. Tho union 
placed itself squarely in the wrong in its 
original demauds upon the proprietors, aud 
aggravated that wrong by precipitating a 
strike and permitting and encouraging a 

ycott. ‘The strikers have been so clearly 
in the wrong ali the way through that they 
bave never gained the sympathy of this 
community, which would promptly side with 
oppressed iabor, if such a thing existed. 1t 
does not exist, so far as employment in FHR 
limes is concerned, and bas never existed. 
This is a barren field for the sower of indus- 
trial dissensions in the form of the infamous 
boycott, that weapon of cowards aud petty 
despots, 

Tue results of the boycott upon Tun 
Tus have not beeu what these industrial 
assussius had fondly hoped. It is true that 
trade is timid and capital wary, and a 
few advertisers have been driven off by the 
persistent pursuit and milevolent assauits of 
the hired manager of the boycott, who has fol- 
lowed them with lying representations and 
personal vituperation, th. printed and 
verbal, into their very doors.

COCOANUT CULTURE. 


Where and How the Big Nuts Grow 
—Fiorida as a Producer. 

A writer in the Manufacturers’ 
Record says that, although the true 
and original bome of the cocoanut is 
India and the South Sea islands, it has 
become so widely diffused by the 
hands of man and the waves of the 
ocean that it is now a prominent fea- 
ture in almost every tropical portion of 
the globe, covering between 3,000,000 
and 4,000,000 acres with its beautiful 
palms, and numbering 250.000. 000 
trees, yielding annually 10,000,000,000 
of cocoanuts. 

A recent approximate estimate of 
the area cultivated with the cocoanut 
palm gave, the following results: Brit- 
ish India and dependencies, 300.000; 
Central America, 250,000; Ceylon, 300,- 
000; Eastern Archipelago and colonies, 
$50,000; Java and Sumatra, 220,000; 
Mauritius, Madagascar, Seychelles and 
African coast, 100,000; Pacific islands, 
including Fiji, New Caledonia, etc., 
$50,000, Siam and Cochin China, 100,- 
000, and West Indies, 35,000. 

When Florida shall add 10.000 
acres lying south of the 27th parallel 
ot north latitude, capable of growing 
1,000,000 trees, we may see at no distant 
day the North American cocoanut de- 
manding no mean share of commercial 
attention. 

For many years cocoanuts have 
grown on the coast of Southern Flor- 
ida, but owing to an extreme foundness 
for the green nuts manifested by those 
engaged in the sponge fishiug along 
the coasts, few nuts have been allowed 
to ripen, only sufficient to demonstrate 
that cocoanuts can be ra.sed for sev- 
eral hundred miles along the coast of 
Florida, where the guif stream flews 
so close to shore. 

Such nuts as are wanted for plant- 
ing are gathered into heaps or placed 
under sheds, where they are allowed 
to remain until the sprout shows itself 
through the husk. When planted in 
regular order, holes about three feet 
deep and {from fifteen to thirty feet 
apart are dug. lo the hole the nut is 
placed with care and covered with 
about one foot of soil. The bole 1s filled 
gradually asthe sprout grows, until 
it reaches the surface, when it is left 
to itself, requiring no further atten- 


tion. 


Boring its way downward the root 
fastens itself so deep and firmly in the 
ground that no tornado, no matter how 
severe, has ever been known to wrench 
it from its mooring. — 

On grows the tree, sending deep into 
the ground its roots and bigh-into the 
air its trunk, until after a lapse of 
from five to eight years it has attained 
a height of from forty to sixty feet, and 
then pays tribute to mother earth by 
bearing its first fruit, and under favor- 
able circumstances continuing.to yield 
far more than half a century, giving 
its owne: from one hundred to two 
hundred marketable nuts a year. 

Throtgh the center of the trunk of 
the cocoanut tree is a soft fibrous 
heart which furnishes the life of the 
tree and acts as a great pump in forc- 
ing to the nuts the immense quantity 
of water required to fiil them, this 
fibrous heart has a wonderful filtering 
power, for no matter in what, location 
the tree. may be growing, either upon 
the beach orinthe malarial swamps 
near the pools of stagnant water, when 
nature has done her work she deposits 
in the cocoanut a sparkling liquid as 
clear as crystal and as cool as if drawn 
from the deepest wells in our northern 
yards. Having no particular season 
for fruiting, but bearing all the year 


round, blossoms, ripe and green fruit, 


mav be found on the same tree. 

The blossom of the cocoanut is a 
most beautiful and peculiar work of 
nature’s art. Appearing at the base 
of the long ragged leaves is a gourd- 
like sheath, green in color, and stand- 
ing erect until itsown weight causes 
it to bend downward, where it hangs 
until the stems it encloses, which are 
to bear and sustain the nuts, are suffl - 
ciently matured to proceed on their 
journey without protection. When 


this outer covering splits open it re- 


veals a cluster of ragged stems, upon 
each of which you will find miniature 
cocoanuts requiring about fourteen

THE PEOPLE'S PARTY. 


State Convention of Its Ohio 
Aduerents. 


Four Hundred Wild-eyed Cranks with 
Plans to Reform the World. 


The Gathering Gets Up Steam by De- 
nouncing Everybody, 


Other Political Dolngs—Quay to 
Champion Blaine’s Cause in 
Pennsylvania—Nebraska 
Prohibitionists.

SPRINGFIELD, (O.,) Aug. 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The People’s par- 
ty’s State convention was called to or- 
der this afternoon by H. F. Barnes of 
Tiffin, chairman of the State Commit- 
tee. There were about four hundred 
delegates present. After prayer the 
chair read a letter from G. F. Thayer, 
chairman of the Alabama State Com- 
mittee, promising to carry that State 
in 1892. Another from Senator Pep- 
per, advising the adoption of the Oin- 
cinnati resolutions and a plank ad vo- 
cating honest money, was greeted with 
cheers. 
The Chair introduced as temporary 
chairman Hugh Cavanaugh. who said: 
Too long have the farmers observed 
the injunction, ‘You till the soil; we’! 
manage public affairs.’ They have 
tired of it, and that is the reason of 
the meeting here today.“ He treated 
of finance, tariff and other questions 
in the manner set forth in the Cincin- 
nati resolutions. Cavanaugh added: 
“This movement will relegate John 
Sherman to the political oblivion that 


is enjoyed by his friend Ingalls.“ 


N. B. Hinchman of Urbana was cho- 
sen temporary secretary and commit- 
tees were appointed. 

While the committees were out Rob- 
ert Schilling, national secretary, ad- 
dressed the convention. He described 
the platform of the People’s party as 
the panacea for all evils wrought by 
both home and foreign capitalists. 
He denounced the misrep utation 
of old party organs and suid it was not 
the object of the party to have unre- 
stricted loans. It would restrict them 
to the needy, fixing the maximum 
loaned to any one person at $5000. 
The party leaders are not crazy 
yet, he said, and would 80 
regulate the supply of currency 
that the country would not be flooded 
with an over.supply of irredeemable 
curiency, as charged by the barpies of 
the old parties.. The People’s party 
have declared in favor of the free 
coinage of silver. A majority of the 
members are not in favor of it, but 
tolerate it as the entering wedge by 
which they hope to overturn the pres- 
ent monetary system. Schilling said 
that it is just us safe for the Govern- 
ment to loan money on the products of 
farms, taking first mortgages, as for 
it to loan on gold and silver, 
as it is now doing -in its issues 
of silver and gold certificates. Senator 
Sherman and other great men who op- 
posed loaning money to the farmers on 
good security had raised their voices 
in favor ot the Government loaning 
such millionaires as Warner Miller and 
his colleagues the enormous sum asked 
to dig a ditch in Nicaragua. The 
national banking system he denounced 
as infamous, and said the cry of hon- 
est money made him mad. 

He devoted much time toa compari- 
son of the old parties on the tariff 


question, and found that the difference. 


when divided among members of them 
amounts to just 1i cents apiece. 
He felicitated the party on its suc- 
cesses in Nebraska, Kansas and other 
States, and urged them to stronger 
efforts in Ohio. 

Congressman-elect Otis of Kansas 
spoke briefly. 

The Committee on Device reported 
plow and bammer for the State party. 
The convention adjourned until to- 
morrow without adopting the report. 

The Committee on Resolutions bas 


been wrestling with the platform since 


8 p. m., and at 10 adjourned until to- 
morrow. The sticking points are pro- 
hibition, land tax and the farm pro- 
duce loan features.

It is a white pow- 
der, soluble in three parts of water. The 
solution, which is cheap, is said to be a 
very effective antiseptic, without being 
poisonous or caustic or injurious to in- 
struments or linen. Its antiseptic prop- 
erties are inferior to those of corrosive 
sublimate or napthol, but surpass those 
of carbolic and boracic acids ten and 
twenty times respectively. The solution 
has given excellent results in dressing 
wounds.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The Commercial Bulletin. says: The 
manner in which easterh jobbers hold aloof 
from everything in the nature of specula- 
tive purchases of California dried fruit is a 
remarkable feature of trade. At present 
futures are treated as though a bad thing to 
have an interest in, and new goods, spot or 
in transit, are also given an unusually cool 
reception. We fail to discover any evi- 
dence that California fruit has depreciated 
in the esteem of customers.. Apparently 
there is a pseudo trial of endurance between 
the ucer and wholesale distributor, and 
prasent signs are greatly at fault if the lat- 
ter interest has not the best of the contest 
thus far. At present dried apricots attract a 
greater share of attention, and there aro 
likely to be no interesting developments 
during the next thirty days. Efforts to 
interest the trade in peaches have been 
fruitiess up to date, and the same may be 
said regarding negotiations on prunes. 

Shipments of ouions from this city have 
fallen off somewhat this week. The mar- 
ket at San Francisco is reported very weak 
and eastern dealers have been sending the 
bulk of their orders there instead of here 
where prices are somewhat higher. 

A San Francisco dispatch says: The 
green-fruit shipments from California this 
season will be much heavier than last. Up 
to July 1, 1156 carloads have moved. east- 
ward over the lines of the Southern Pacific 
against 715 for the same period during the 
previeus year.“

A Whiphoisting Drum. 

A novel machine called a whiphoisting 
drum has been invented in Rhode Island 
for unloading lumber and other freight 
from vessels, and is found to bea great 
improvement on ordinary methods in 
the saving of time and labor. The ma- 


chine has three drums which operate two 


derricks and a central line which runs to 
the hold of the vessel; the power is fur- 
nished by an electric motor of ten horse 
power, the capacity of the motor being 
500 volts and making 1,600 revolutions 
to the minute, 

A belt connects the motor with the 
shaft which operates the drums, the 
power being transferred to the drums by 
what is called a paper friction; each 
drum is operated by a lever, and can be 
stopped iman instant. The motor is‘a 
self oiling machine, a drop of oil falling 
on the bearings every thirty seconds. 
When the lumber is drawn from the 
vessel, a large hook from the wharf der- 
rick is attached, and the sticks are trans- 
ferred in the most ready manner to any 
part of the yard. New York Sun.

London as It Was. 

Haydn’s *‘Dictionary of Dates” makes 
the statement that the old name of the 
city of London was written Lynden or 
Liyndin, meaning the city on the lake.“ 
An old tradition gives us to understand 
that London was founded by Brute, a 
descendant of Aineas, and called New 
Troy, or Troynovant, until the time of 
Lud, who surrounded the town with 
walls and named it Caer-Lud, or Lud’s 
town. This latter is probably the cor- 
rect version of the story, if for no 
other reason because it is an easy mat- 
ter to detect a simularity between the ex- 
pression Lad's town and London.

SANTA MONICA, 

Life in the City by the Searanina 
quiet groove yesterday, nothing of an 
exciting character having transpired. 
It was a couple of degrees warmer 
than on the preceeding day—just right 
for the army of bathers who sported in 
the surf. 

There are no developments in rail- 
way matters. The Southern Pacific 
surveyors are “pegging away,“ with a 
curious lot of spectators hanging 
around as if they regarded the oppor- 
tunity as a godsend in the way of help- 
ing them to kill time. So far, stakes 
have been driven from the freight de- 
pottothe rear of the Santa Monica 
bathbouse on the beach. The level in- 
dicates a drop of only fourteen feet 
from the depot to the base of the 
bluff. If the tunnel should be ex- 
cavated on the line as now indicated it 
will be not over three hundred feet, 
and at the ocean end will only require 


a short side cut to reach the beach by 
au easy grade. It will then be almost 
a dead level to the cafion. | 


There are all sorts of speculations as 
to the contest over the right-of-way. 
Some seem tothink that Jones & 
Baker will make a bard fight against 
the railway company running their 
line along the beach. Others are of 
the opinion that President Hunt- 
ington has had an understand- 
ing with Senator Jones on this 
point, and that the resistance 
will come from Col. Baker. Then there 
are all sorts conjectures as to the out- 
come. Many think thata wharf at the 
old cafion will prove a detriment to 
Santa Monica, because it will be the 
means of building up a rival center; 
and there are not a few who believe 
that the projected improvements at the 
old cafion will hasten the coming of 
another railroad on the south side of 
town, as well as the building of a 
wharf, and thatthe result of the im- 
provements on Santa Monica Ray, as a 
whole, will benefit all. Then there is 
a considerable element who have 80 
long hung upon the “ragged edge“ of 
expectancy that they are ready to wel- 
come almost anything for a change. 

Altogether it seems as if a majority 
of the people have little faith in the 
Southern Pacific movement, but are 
ready to look complacently on almost 
anything the magnets“ may see 
proper to do if it has the semblance of 
remedying the great wrong that was 
perpetuated upon this community in 
1878, when the splendid wharf was de- 
molished. 

The Santa Monica Wharf and Ter- 
minal Company, in the meantime, 
are not idle.

While all these railway and wharf 
movements are being agitated, the 
people of Santa Monica are showing 
no disposition to weaken in the least 
in their efforts to secure a vote on the 
question of the town issuing bonds to 
build a wharf of theirown. Just now 
two men on our board of trustees are 
obstructing all action in this direction 
but the people propose to exhaust 
every legitimate means to secure 
this call for an election before 
they giveitup.
